The ex-Postmaster General's letter con- 
taining the offer was handed to the Mayor at 
the conclusion of the ceremonies at the new 
United States mint this afternoon. 


Throws Offer in the Street. 

- Upon recognizing the well-known hand- 

writing of Mr. Wanamaker, the Mayor, 
without breaking the seal of the envelope, 
tossed the letter into the crowd surrounding 
the platform on which the participants in 
the ceremonies incident to the opening of 
the new mint were gathered.

BUT 
SHE' QUITS JAIL A WRECK. 


Mrs, K. Loenna Elmstadt, Who as Man- 
ager of Her Husband's Estate Got in 
‘Contempt of Court, Will Be Forced 
te Leave the County Bastile This 
Morning in Order, That Her Life 
May Be Prolonged—Asks to Be Al- 
lowed te enn of the Case, 


After being held a 1 in the County 
Jail for eight months, Mrs. Loenna 
Elmstadt yesterday was told that she might 
go free. She had triumphed, but at a fear- 
| ful cost. “While her point had been won, her 
health was gone. The woman, who had been 
imprisoned for contempt, showed no joy, al- 
though her emotion was evident. 

Let me drop down and die,” she cried as 
she tottered and almost fell in the corridor. 
Please let me lie down. I have grown so 
weary.” 

Then Mrs. Elmstadt, who is only a wreck 


ago defied Judge Batten, weepingly declared 
that she would prefer to remain in the jail 
till this morning—that she wanted “ to think 


Her request was granted, but today she 
will be made to leave the jail. The hot 
weather would kill her, say physicians, 
should she remain in the county bastile. 


Court Grants Release Order. 


The woman gains her liberty through an 
order entered by Judge Cutting yesterday 
afternoon, after he saw the pitiable condi- 
tion into which the long imprisonment had 
brought Mrs. Elmstadt. 

When the woman was sentenced to the 
County Jail by Judge Batten of the Probate 
Court on Oct. 8 she was well, and strong, and 
defiant. She persistently refused to turn 
oyer to the State Bank of Chicago, which 
succeéded her in the handling of her hus- 
band’s estate, certain properties which she 
held as executor under the will. She an- 
nounced that she would never comply with 
the order, and she never has. 

The matter of her release was brought up 
by Attorneys Deneen and Hamill, who, as 
representatives of the heirs of her late hus- 
band, secured her incarceration. A petition 
was filed asking that the woman be released 
on her own recognizance until Sept. 23. 
When the court saw the woman he released 
her without cognizance until further or- 
ders ee the court. 


Outcome of Old Suit. 


The litigation of which the order of yes- 
terday was a part was commenced in the 
Probate Court nearly half a dozen years 
ago, after the death of Mrs. Elmstadt’s hus- 
band, a wealthy mortgage broker. By the 
will the woman was generously remembered 
and she was made executrix without bonds. 

Later the other heirs of the man, consist- 
ing of brothers, sisters, nephews, and nieces, 
combined to share in the estate. The wom- 
an's care of the estate was attacked on the 


notes and mortgages amounting to about 
310,000. These she held as her own and 
claimed to have 5 them from her 
husband. ...

an explanation which set the employés of the 
Probate Court agape with curiosity. She 
told, in the court, according to the statement 
of the attorneys in the case, of a great dia- 
mond which she had owned and which she 
had sold for a fabulous price. Judge Kohl- 
saat, then Probate Judge, did not believe the 
diamond story and ruled that the woman had 
not proved ownership of the property. | 
Finally Judge Batten ousted the woman as 
executrix and appointed the State Bank of 
Chicago administrator.

‘LIVES FOUR MONTHS AFTER 
_ SHE HAS DECIDED TO DIE. 


Sleepless Woman in February Writes a 


Note Explaining Her Purpose, Which 
She Has Just Carried Out. 


For four months a sleepless woman lived 
on after she had determined to kill herself. 
The courage that she lacked has just come 
to her, and she has ended her own life by 
hanging. The victim of despondency was 
Mrs. Emma Keeler of La Grange. The 
woman was 65 years old and had for several 
weeks, it is said, suffered with insomnia. 

A note was found in Mrs. Keeler’s room. 
It disposed of her effects and, under a Febru- 
ary date, said that she was about to commit 
suicide. I want rest,“ it said. 

Mr. Keeler arrived home in the evening 
and was surprised at the failure of his wife 
to greet him. He searched the house and in 
a hallway up-stairs found her body sus- 
pended from the ceiling by a clothes line. 
Apparently the woman had fastened the 
rope and then climbing on a stepladder, had 
placed the noose about her neck. Then 
pushing the ladder away from her she hung 
herself.

NEARLY 200 DIE 
IN HOTEL FIRE 
AT WEST BADEN 


Report Received at Indianap- 
olis Places Loss of Life in 
Early Morning Fire 
at 150 and 200. 


DETAILS ARE LACKING. 


Big Hostelry Catches Fire Short- 
ly After Midnight and the 
Flames Spread 
Frightful Rapidity. 


LOSS OF OVER A MILLION. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 14, 6 a. m. 
The Sentinel office has received a tele- 
phone message from the operator at 
Bedford at 5:30 o’clock this morning | 
stating that, the loss of life at the West 
Baden Springs Hotel was estimated at 
150 to 200 persons. The operator at 
Bedford received this news from the 
telegraph operator at Orleans Junction, 
which is the nearest place accessible to 
West Baden. 


Ita Ind., June 14, 4 a, m.—Tele- 
phone messages from Salem, Ind., at 4 
o’clock this morning say the West Baden 
Springs Hotel at West Baden, Ind., has been 
totally destroyed by fire. . 0 

Great confusion prevailed, and at this time

The hotel was said to have been filled with 
guests and grave fears are entertained that 
all may not have escaped. 

It could not be learned how the fire start- 
ed because of the failure of lines of com- 
munieation with this city at an early hour. 
| The fire was still burning at 4 o'clock, and

Everything in connection with the hotel was 
destroyed, and it was rumored there were 
several lives lost, but this could not be con- 
firmed. Telephone and telegraph communi- 
cation with Indianapolis was destroyed 
while the story of the fire was being told. 

The hotel is said to have several hundred 
guests, and all of their belongihgs were de- 
stroyed, they having no time to save any- 
thing. 

Assistance was asked from the fire depart- 
ments of nearby towns, but on account of 
the lack of transportation facilities no aid 
could be rendered. 1 

The hotel was the largest hostelry in In- 
diana, having 700 or 800 rooms, and the 
property loss will be heavy. 

Insurance amounting to only $100,000 + was 
carried on the property. 

The hotel was a long, rambling structure, 
and many additions had been made to it 
from time to time, as the demands of busi- 
ness made them necessary. 

The building stood on a hill and was one 
of the most prominent features of the resort. 


INSISTS WIFE MUST PAY 
FOR HUSBAND’S CLOTHING. 


Chicago Tailoring Firm Sues Mrs. John 
T. Dickinson of New York for Money 
Due on the Colonel’s Tuxedo Coat. 


New York, June 13.—[Special.]—Does a a 
wife have to pay for her husband’s clothing 
when he neglects to do so? The action in 
which this novel question is raised is that of 
George W. Mathews & Son, tailors, of Chi- 
cago, against Mrs. Sarah Dickinson, wife of 
Colonel John T. Dickinson; before Judge 
Murray in the municipal court. 

It appeared in the case when it was tried 
a few days ago that Colonel Dickinson had 
purchased in Chicago, in December, 1804, a 
tuxedo coat, a vest, and a cutaway suit, for 
which he was to pay 76, He paid $50 on 
account. 

Not long ago Mrs. Dickinson, who has con- 
siderable means, came to New York and is 
now living at an up-town hotel. The Chicago 
tailors decided to sue her for the balance 
of $100. When the case was called her law- 
vers asked that it be dismissed on the ground 
that such an action was against public 
policy and would not hold under the laws of 
this State. 

Counsel for the tailors contended that the 
Illinois laws made a wife liable for the neces- 
sities of the family in the event that the 
husband falled to pay for them.

dies FROM HEART TROUBLE. 


Was one of the Six Democratic Mem- 
bers of the County Board Active in 
Checking Coal Fraud by Substitution 


County Commissioner Otto Huleman died 
last evening at his residence, 57 Churchill 
street. Death, which was caused by heart 
trouble, was unexpected. He had been walk- 
ing in front of his residence, talking and 
joking with his friend, Superintendent T. W. 
‘Wittler of Postal Station F. As Mr. Wit- 
tler turned to leave, about 8 o'clock, Mr. Huls- 
man suddenly grasped the fence and called 
on his friend to slap him on the back. An 
attack of heart trouble, no worse than those 
to which he had been subject for the last 
four months, seemed to be coming on. 

A chair was brought from the house and 
he sat down.in it on the sidewalk to wait the 
coming of Dr. Chanles R. Moore, who has 
been treating him for the last six years.

ROUGH BXPERIENCE OF THREE 
SAILORS OF BORDER KNIGHT. 


— — 


Officer Mathie and Seamen Jensen 
and Anderson Volunteer to Go for 
Aid—Sail Fourteen Days in Lifeboat, 
Being at One Time 884 Miles from 
Land—Run for Halifax and Find 
Their Vessel There. | 


Halifax, N. S., June 13.—[Special.}—Four- 
teen days in an open boat, at one time 884 
miles from land and battered by wind and 
seas by day and night, formed the experi- 
ence of three seamen belonging to the steam- 
er Bordey Knight who reached this city last 
evening. When the tail shaft of the Border 
Knight snapped, on the morning of May 29, 
the Captain called for volunteers to mana 
lifeboat for the purpose of getting in the 
track of the ocean liners and obtaining as- 
sistance. The men who responded to the 
call were First Officer W. G. Mathie of Glas- 
gow and Seamen O. Jensen and A. Ander- 
son, both Swedes. The Border Knight was 
then 420 miles from the track of transatlan- 
tic liners bound west. The lifeboat was 
made ready and provisioned. 

At 8 o’clock on the same afternoon the 
small boat, with two lug ‘sails set and 
manned by the volunteer crew, left the 
steamér’s side, cheered by their shipmates, 
who had assembled along the steamer's rails. 

: Wind Blows a Gale. 

On the morning of May 30 the weather be- 
came squally and rain fellin torrents. The 
wind increased to a gale and the sailors were 
obliged to close reef the sails and put oll ; 
bags out astern. On the 3lst the storm con- 
tinued and the sails had to be kept reefed. 
The gale abated on June 1, but a high sea 
was running and at midnight the men were 
obliged to heave to and put out the sea 
anchor. A big steamer was sighted at mid- 
night, but the boat’s crew had no signals to 
display as they had all been destroyed by 
water. The weather cleared on the 2d and 
the men had a good day. Rei! 

The liner Nomadic was spoken to on the 
3d and the Lord Dufferin on the 4th. Both 
supplied the sailors with food and signals, 
and offered to take them on board. Chief 
Officer Mathie said they would continue on 
their voyage in the hope of getting some 
steamer to go to the rescue of their disabled 
craft. 

Make Run for Halifax. 

On the 7th the provisions again ran short, 
and the men decided to run for Halifax, 
which was over 400 miles distant. The 8th 
was clear, but on the 9th the wind was 
squally, and drove them far to the east- 
ward, 

On the 10th the wind was moderate, and at 
8 p. m, Nova Scotia schooner Bonanza, which 
was fishing on the middle west grounds, was 
sighted. The crew of the lifeboat went on 
board the schooner and had supper. After 
getting a fresh supply of provisions they 
once more set out on their perilous voyage. 
On the llth they were beating off the land 
in the vicinity of Sheet Harbor Light, 100 
miles east of Halifax, and at 4p. m. on the

BUT ASSESSORS CATCH HIM. 
Chicago, Man Fails in Effort to Escape 
Taxation on All but Something Like 
$20,000 of His Fortune. ae 


The personal property schedule of one Chi- 
cago man has been raised by the Board of 
Assessors from $21,000 to $4,000,000. The 
money, representing the difference in the 
amount scheduled and the amount assessed, 
Was found in a New York bank. There was 
no contention against the claim of the As- 
sessors that it should be scheduled in Chica- 
go, ang it was added to the list. 

This instance is one of the many which are 
said to be swelling the personal property 
lists. The Assessors claim that they are 
working against dishonesty and that men 
will not, make a fair return of their holdings, 
even under the assurance that the tax rate 
will be limited. They claim that it is not the 
poor taxpayers against whom precautions 
must be taken. 

Men of reputed wealth escape by claim- 
ing that their homes are outside the city,“ 
said Assessor Miller. ‘* Yet they vote in Chi- 
cago and claim legal residence here. The 
names of two such men are on file in the 
Election Commissioners’ office, showing that 
they had legal residence here, They tell us 
that their homes are outside of the city.“ 

No increases in real estate valuations will 
be made by the Board of Assessors until the 
constitutionality of the revenue law has been 
tested. As this cannot be ascertained until 
after the books have left the assessing body 
and have gone to the Board of Review any 
raise in valuations will have to be made by 
the reviewing body. 

By city and county officials it is claimed 
that the law is unconstitutional. It is un- 
reasonable and does not provide a uniform 
method of*taxation, they say. It is unrea- 
sonable, it is affirmed, because it makes an 
exemption of interest on bonded indebted- 
ness and sinking funds. It is possible, say 
some, that the amount of these debts might 
take the whole of the 5 per cent allowed. 
According to the city’s interpretation of the 
law, these charges must be deducted before 
any scaling is made, which might mean that 
there would be nothing to scale after the de- 
duction had been made. 

While the increase in valuations will not be 
made by the Board of Assessors, it is prac- 
tically assured that it will be made by the 
Board of Review after the courts have fixed | 
the rate. 

We cannot raise the valuations,” said 


Assessor Randall, because the rate is to be 


contested. We will have the books in such 
shape that a horizontal raise can be made by 
the Board of Review without difficulty—at 
least without more difficulty than the hori- 
zontal reductions were made last year.“

The Philadelphia rapid transit franchise 
fight is one of the most remarkable political | 
conflicts in the history of Senator M. 8. 

For 
years he has been seelsing an opportunity to 
deliver a blow to P. A. B. Widener, who has 
more than once unhorsed him in business 
and political deals. The means to deal this 
blow was suggested by Albert L. Johnson's 
scheme to lay lines in Philadelphia in opposi- 
tion to the existing Union Traction lines, 
which are governed by the Widener-Elkins- 
Dolan syndicate. Johnson found that with 
@ little favorable legislation he could install 
a profitable trolley system in Philadelphia, 
and he promised to do so ene to charge only 
three cents fare.

The officials of the Union Traction com- 
pany laughed at Johnson, and, fearing no 
evil, Widener and Elkins sailed for Europe. 
The Legislature had been kept in session 
for ho known reason outside Quay circles. 
‘The day that Widener and Elkins gailed two 
bills were introduced in the Senate permit- 
ting the laying of tracks upon any unoceu- 
pied streets in any of the cities in Penn- 
sylvania, with municipal consent, and also 
permitting elevatéd and underground roads. 
It was then thought that the bills were in 
the interest of Johnson.

SECRETARY HAY SPEAKS O 
PAN-AMERICAN FRATERNITY. 


In Address at Banquet Given National 


inet Official Expresses High Hope. 


Buffalo, N. I., June 13.—The presence of 
men of national prominence and the sports 
in the stadium attracted thousands to the 
Pan-American Exposition today, Secretary 
of Btate John Hay was the guest of honor 
at a dinner given this evening by the Board 
of Directors of the exposition to the National 
Editorial association. One thousand guests 
assembled in the dining-room in Statler's 
Hotel, the banquet being the largest in the 
history of the city. Secretary Hay was in- 
troduced by Director General Buchanan, who 
presided. 

Mr. Hay spoke of the beauty of the exposi- 
tion and said the ideal of the brotherhood of 
the nations of the Western world was not the 
growth of yesterday. He then referred to 
progress of those nations and the influence 
the exposition might have on mankind, and 
continued: 

God forbid that there 09058 be in all 
this the slightést hint of vain glory, still less 
of menace to the rest of the world. On the 
contrary, we cannot but think that this 
friendly challenge we send out to all peoples 
convoking them also to join in this brotherly 
emulation in which the prizes are after all 
merely the right to further peaceful progress 
in good work—will be to the benefit and profit, 
of every country under the wide heaven. 

“Every great achievement in art, in 
science, in commerce, communicates to the 
universal human spirit a salutary shock 
which, in ever widening circles, spreads 
to regions the most remote and ob- 
scure, to break at last in linger- 
ing ripples on the ultimate shores of 
space and time. Out of a good source evil 
cannot agg out of tho light darkness cannot 
be born. The benign influences that shall 
emanate from this great festival of peace 
shall not be bounded by n nor by con- 
tinents.

HAVANA, June 138.—Now that the con- 
stitutional convention has accepted the Platt 
amendment it has before it only one task— 
the enactment of an electoral law. With the 
electoral law promulgated, the Cubans will, 
a hundred days later, elect a President and a 
Congress. 

The quickness with which the conven- 
tion accepted the Platt amendment, after 
many assurances from the delegates that 
it would not be accepted, shows the 
‘empty bombast on which the protests and 
vociferations were based. When the news 
came that the Washington government had 
rejected the first acceptance some of the 


delegates said they would not accept the 
amendment as the government wished, which | 


was exactly what they said when the Platt 
law was first passed. | 

Spaniards and others familiar with the 
Cuban character say that the only way to 
deal with a body of them, such as the con- 
vention, is to firmly refuse to parley with 
them. It is claimed that the prompt action 
of the convention proves what has all along 
been said—that there was no sincerity in 
the protests of the Radicals. The more they 
are considered the tess they will appreciate 
it, and the less gratitude will be shown to 
the United States. oes

Though 
they were held together by rather loose ties,

ber of the Independents openly affiliated 
with the regular Nationals, and, therefore, 
identified themselves with the organization. 

Mayor Gener is anything but a revolution- 
ist. During the insurrection he upheld ina 
half-hearted way what was known as the 
plan of constitutional evolution. This meant 
gradually getting out from under the sov- 
ereignty of Spain, with the aid and support of 
the United States. He was a supporter of 
the plan which contemplated Cuba buying 
its independence under the guarantee of the 
‘American nation. His whole policy recog- 
nized the absolute dependence of the island 
upon the United States. He has not changed 
his opinion in regard to that relation, but 
his lack of courage to avow it and stand by 
it is now his chief drawback. 

Republicans in Opposition.

of the opposition is the Republican party, 
which is under the leadership of Gualberto 
Gomez and other irreconcilables. Their pro- 
gram is opposition, and in that they are not 
unlike an historic political organization in 
the United States..

Presumably no government will be estab- 
lished until so late in the year that the 
President will prefer to delay action on his 
part until Congress shall have met and 
been given an opportunity to say that what 
has been done meets with its approval, and 
that the Cubans may at once enter upon 
‘the work of self-government. 


WHAT THE PRESIDENT MEANT. 
The President said in his brief message 
to the people last Tuesday there are now 
questions of the gravest importance before 
the administration and the country, and 
their just consideration should not be 
prejudiced in the public mind by even the 
suspicion of the thought of a third term.” 
The President had in mind when he wrote 
this the annoying references to “ imperiai- 
ism” which began to be made 80 pro- 
fusely the moment this suggestion of a 
third term was broached and which would 
have been incessant and most embarrassing 
if a quietus had not been put on this third 
term talk.

posed of soberly and judicially. It would 
be difficult to do so if every policy favored 
by the administration were to be attacked 
by the opposition on the ground that it 
was a part of the “imperialistic” policy 
of a President who was looking forward 
to another term and to twelve years of 
office. This single string of “ imperialism” 
would be played on incessantly to the dis- 
traction of the public and the injury of the 
public service. 
There has been @ great deal of absurd 
talk about “imperialism” during the last 
year or two. It has done no harm. The 
people have laughed at it and the talk had 
died out. It was being reneived as a con- 
sequence of the third term suggestion and 
would have had mischievous consequences 
if the President had not stopped it so ef- 
teetually. 


A BUSINESS EDUCATION. 

President Forgan of the First National 
Bank of this city has added his testimony to 
that of other leading Chicagoans in regard 
to the shortcomings of our public schools 
in teaching the rudiments of a practical 
business education. In his address before 
the graduating class of Lake Forest Uni- 
versity he outlined the educational qualifica- 
tions which he regards as most helpful in 


are few and simple: | 
1. To be able to write a good legible hand, to 


grammatically in a letter and to spell 
the words correctly. { 
Blementary as these qualifications are, 
Mr. Forgan says the young men who pos- 
dess them are rare. Though he has taken 
many youths into business, he says he can 
remember scarcely one who could be relied 
upon to do the simple things just enume- 
rated. Many of them were graduates of high 
schools, yet they could not always write 
legibly, figure accurately, or spell correctly. 
Perhaps they could write a thesis on my- 
thology, physiology, or biology, but they had 
not mastered the first rudiments of the 
business in which they hoped to make a 
livelihood. Mr. Forgan says there must 
be something wreng with a school system 
that produces these results, and his belief 
is shared by nearly every successful busi- 
ness-man who. employs young men and 
women, | 
‘The simple accomplishments named by 
the banker are essential elements in the 
success about which so much is said in these 
‘days. Men have made fortunes without 
knowing how to spell or write correctly, 
but they have done it- only because they 
had an extraordinary share of what Mr. 
Forgan calle grip and grit.” Ignorance 
in the “three Rs” is always a handicap, 
and no amount of other knowledge crammed 
into the heads of public school pupils can 
compensate for it. In so far as our schools 
fail to teach the pupils to write, cipher, and 
spell correctly they are falling short of suc- 
cess. Teachers, parents, and children alike 
should see to it that these things are mas- 


ornamental studies. 


BRITISH RAILWAY ABUSES. 
Those Americans who believe they have 
much to complain of in the matter of high 
railway rates and local discriminations may 
extract some comfort from the knowledge 
of how much worse the conditions are in 
Great Britain. A writer in the Contem- 
porary Review gives statistics to show that 
in the last quarter of a century the railways 
of Great Britain have become an extreme- 
ly wealthy monopoly whose extortionate 
charges and poor service have gone far 
toward producing the agricultural and in- 
dustrial decay from which the nation is suf- 
fering. | 
The 21,600 miles of railways in the United 
Kingdom are capitalized for about $291,800 
per mile. In 1878 the capitalization per 
mile was only $182,800. To hide their 
enormous earnings they have been water- 
ing their stock and maintaining their freight 
and passenger rates at figures that would 
pay a good interest on the inflated capitaliza- 
tion. The average railway charge is said 
to be at.least three times what it ought 
to be. Sir Hiram Maxim recently calcu- 
lated that the rate per ton per mile for 
freight in Great Britain is twelve and a 
half times higher than on American rail- 
Ways. | 
According to the Contemporary writer 
the British freight and passenger service 
is the poorest in any large country in the 
world. The smaliness of the cars and of 
the engines means an enormous waste of 
time and money. An English freight train 
moves about 150 tons of goods, while an 
American train often moves 1,500 tons. This 
means nearly ten times the American ex- 
pense for employés, coal, etc. Passenger 
trains are run on the same wasteful system, 
and fares are kept so high that working- 
men cannot afford to use them as they 
should. This is one of the causes of the 
slum evil in London. England has only 
300 miles of electric car lines, as against 
our 20,000 miles. The railways have al- 
ways fought the electric trams. The legal 
maximum fare on a third-class coach is two 
cents a mile, while in the United States 
this is the legal rate for first-class. In Ger- 
many and the United States clerks and work- 
ingmen can travel to their homes by railway 
for one-quarter to one-half a cent a mile, 
while in England the usual rate is two cents 
a mile, in spite of the fact that wages are 
lower there than here. The item of travel 
alone swallows one-quarter of the British 
workingman’s wages and consumes two 
hours of his time daily. The service is as 
glow and slovenly as it is expensive.

Apples 
can be sent from America or Tasmania at a 
profit, while English apples, growing a few 
miles out of London,. rot on the trees be- 
cause the railway charges are so high that 
the farmer cannot afford to send them to 
town. Much farm produce is still hauled 
into London in wagons. High railway rdtes 
and discrimination in favor of foreigners 
are among the chief causes of the decay of

The 
conditions in the United States are by no 
means perfect, but they are evidently bet- 
ter thus far than those in Great Britain, 
The American shipper who finds fault with 
American railway service may get some com- 
fort out of the fact that he has not English 
roads to deal with.

The conviction on Wednesday of David 
B. Weber, Samuel C. Kanter, and Braman 


H. Loveless for conspiracy to subvert public 


law and the imposition of a $1,000 fine, with 
from one to five years’ imprisonment upon 
each, closed a thirteen days’ trial which, in 


the crime proved, the multiplied perjuries/ 


arrayed on one side, the prevailing force of 


one single woman's testimony on the other, 


and the decisive action of the jury, is a

: forces of evil are ar- 
rayed against it.

The board has gone as far as to direct the 
preparation of tentative plans for a nata- 
torium in Garfield Park,’but decisive action 
does not appear to have been taken. The 
activity in the interest of Humboldt Park 
is, therefore, somewhat inimical to possi-. 
bilities: in the other pleasure ground. 

The reasonableness of the demand for 
bathing facilities in both these parks is 
obvious. Indeed, it is great pity that Chi- 
cago cannot have reasonably ample pro- 


vision, both within and without the park |.

Paris he is supposed to pass an examination 
conducted by the municipal authorities. At 
the same time it is a fact that few Parisian 


cab drivers know anything about driving. 


Their vehicles are not cabs at all, but little 
victorias drawn by one horse, and, as the 
streets of Paris are wet all the time—they 
are washed several times a day—and@ it is un- 
lawful to drive a horse which is rough 
shod,’’ a Paris cab horse rarely goes more 
than a few blocks without sitting down on 
his haunches. The difficulty is heightened 
by the presence of the huge omnibuses, 
which, outside of the cabs, are still the only 
practical means of transportation in the 
French capital. Bach of these omnibuses is 
drawn by three big stallions and is heavy 
enough to run over the ordinary cab with- 
out making a jar. The omnibus drivers are 
usually good drivers, and they go sailing 
down the Paris streets as though they be- 
longed to them. When they approach a 


shrill horn and the cabbies, warned by 
previous experiences, scurry to the curb or

Paul stock was active and strong today on a 
revival of rumors that Union Pacific inter- 
ests had acquired large holdings of St. Paul 
stock. The prices of Union Pacific shares 
advanced from 107% to 113%, and the price 
of St. Paul common stock roce from 116% to 
170%. The following bulletin was issued by , 
Wall street news agency: 
We are informed that two of the original 
inside interests in the St. Paul road. who 
have been represented in the directory for 
over thirty years have recently concluded the 
sale of their stock, amounting to $25,000,000 
: value, and that this stock is now vested 
n two unknown names. It is further as- 
2 though not on official authority, that 
this block will go, in October next, under the 
Union Pacific collateral trust mortgage.“ 
Members of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
the financial agents of the Union Pacific, de- 
clined to confirm or contradict the forego- 
ing statement. It was intimated that there 
was nothing in the affairs of the Union Pa- 
cific at present to warrant any public a 
ment. 
Asked for an explanation of the sudden ani 
rapid rise in the price of Union Pacific shares 
today, one of the representatives of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., replied that conditions in Union 
Pacific territory were favorable and that the 
earnings of that road have been good. 
Furthermore, it was stated the withdrawal 
of railroad shares from the speculative mar- 
ket had been so large of late that the good 
railroad securities remaining in the market 
‘naturally took an enhanced value. 
At the main office of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul no confirmation of the 
alleged purchase of St. Paul stock by Union 
Pacific interests or any other interests could 
be obtained. It is 4 matter of official rec- 
ord, however, that only one shareholder has

THINKS DOUGHNUTS AND DEAD 


— 


Indicates That Postoffice Sinecures 
Will Be Abolished and Their Sal- 
aries Distributed Among the Hard- 
Worked and Underpaid Men in Low- 
er Grades—Business Principles to Be 

_ Applied in the Handling of Chicago 
Mail—Increase in Force Expected. 


„An effort will be made to reward the hew 
er of wood and the drawer of water instead of 
expending energy and money to keep tab on 
just how much wood is cut and how much 
water drawn. Too much money has beca 
spent in the past in the last named policy. 
While I don’t know much about postoffice af- 
fairs, I have discovered there isn’t much 
difference between doughnuts and dead let- 
ters, when it comes down to business prin- 
ciples.“ 

This was Postmaster Coyne's comment yes- 
terday in discussing proposed changes in the 
office as the result of the three days’ confer- 
ence he has had with George W. Beavers, 
chief of the salary and allowance division cf 
the Postoſlce department at Washington. 

Mr. Coyne, like Mr. Beavers, was unwilling 
to detail what changes are likely to be mado, 
but in a general way made it clear they would 
be sweeping in many departments, with re- 
wards for many of the overworked and un- 
derpaid men in the lower grades. 

This is an institution for handling mall,“ 
he said in connection with his first statement, 
“and the man who does the real work Is 
entitled to fair treatment.“ 

Mr. Coyne gave out the impression that 
the investigation revealed in many instances 
decidedly undesirable conditions. The Sal- 
ary list is said to have shown a number of 
officials who draw liberal pay and do com- 
paratively little work. It is also said the 
Postmaster and Mr. Beavers agreed that the 
good of the service demanded the high priced 
and overpaid berths should be abolished ana 
the money used in advancing salaries of the 
lower grade men. Further, it is understood 
Chief Beavers promised to recommend an in- 
crease in employés in many divisions. 

Speaking of his conferences with Chicf 
Beavers, Mr. Coyne said: 

We went thoroughly into every depart- 
ment of the service, learned what every man 
and woman did, and what they are paid for 
their work, and, while I do not care to state 
in detail what recommendations will be made 
tu the department at Wasmington, 1 way say 
I am satisfied with them and am convinced 
they will make for much better conditions 
here. Increases in salaries will be recom- 
mended for a number of men who have 
served the department faithfully for many 
years. In nearly every instance the increase 
will be distributed among the men receiving 
from $600 to $900 a year. I think the money 
at our disposal cannot be expended to better 
purpose than by advancing the pay of the 
men in the lower grades.“

The discussion of the Nicaraguan Canal was 
opened by Sewall C. Cobb of Pensacola, Fla. 
He said in part: 

„Five hundred and fifty millions of people 
of the far East for half a century have en- 


treated us to open a highway through the 


narrow strip of land that connects the two 
great continents of America, but we have 


had at the helm of the ship of state men of 


limited marine information, and a deaf ear 
has been turned to their requests. When 
our military arm sought opportunity for 
promotion (in rank) our officials rushed to a 
conflict with a people of less than 10,000,000 
in population, and already have expended in 
the effort to inoculate them with ‘ benevo- 
lent assimilation’ upwards of $300,000,000 
and countless lives. This money expended in 
the other process, ‘commercial assimila- 
tion,’would have constructed the Nicaraguan 
Canal and established lines carrying. our 
own products.“ 

George H. Anderson of Pittsburg spoke 
briefly on the subject, expressing the opinion 
that the United States can build any isth- 
mian canal without the help of England or 
any other nation. 


W. B. Stevens Talks of Exposition. 


W. H. Cavanagh of St. Louis made a brief 


address and the discussion was closed by 
Walter B. Stevens of St. Louis, who spoke 


tion. 

Mr. Stevens in beginning his address said: 

„ We have lived long, but this is the 
noblest work of our lives. From this day 
the United States take their place among 
powers of the first rank.’ 

This the American Minister said to the 
Minister of France as they arose from the 
table after signing the treaty of the Louisiana 
Purchase. The fulfillment of that prophe- 
cy the American nation will celebrate with a 
world’s fair. 

„he man who wrote the Declaration of In- 
dependence in 1776 sat in the White House 
twenty-seven years later and directed the ac- 
quisition of what became known as “ Jeffer- 
son's West.“ 

The price was $15,000,000. The money 
had to be borrowed. Stephen Girard, the 
Philadelphia philanthropist, negotiated the 
loan. 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition en- 
ters upon the period of preparation with 
$15,000,000 already provided toward the 
cost. 

“Tt is dat ot the coincidences that the 
amount ured in advance for the cele- 
bration of is centennial is exactly what 
was paid ror the territory. The territory 
thus acquired stands today for $6,600,000,000 
of taxable wealth. It is seven times as large 
as Great Britain and Ireland; four times as 
large as Germany or France. 

A dozen years ago James G. Blaine, 
speaking of the Louisiana Purchase to the 
Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis said: 

„ Your growth, gentlemen, is the growth 
of the republic. But I feel I have one re- 
proach against this transmississippi depart- 
ment. My reproach to every foot and to ev- 
ery inhabitant of .the Territory of Louisiana 
is that on its surface, which represents a 
third part of the United States, there is not 
a statue raised to the honor of Thomas Jef- 
ferson.” 

ae a reproach. The just ground 
for it was acknowledged. Sentiment for 
some form of celebration which should em- 
phasize the wisdom of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase and glorify the man who made it has 
been growing. The people of the Purchase 
discussed one form after another for the 
observance of this centenntal.“ 


How Celebration Idea Grew. 


The idea of a world’s fair was then sug- 
gested and adopted, said Mr. Stevens, who 


reviewed at length the work done and the 


progress made. He told of the first proposi- 
tion laid before Congress on Feb. 1, 1898, and 
then lost sight of when the Maine was blown 
up. The plan never was allowed to sleep, 
and now Congress has appropriated $5,000,- 
000 and St. Louis has provided $10,000,000, 
one-half in city bonds and one-half in popu- 
lar subscriptions. He told of Missouri's ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000, Illinois’ grant of 
$250,000, and sums provided by other States 
which will take part in the exposition. 

That the exposition will be one of the 
greatest in the history of the world Mr. 
Stevens declared certain. He told of the in- 
terest shown in it all over the globe, and 
spoke of the indorsements given it by in- 
dustrial and commercial bodies. In asking 
the support of the Southern Industrial asso- 
ciation he declared every phase of the com- 
ing fair to be in harmony with the objects 
of the association. 

Regarding the magnitude of the enterprise 
Mr. Stevens said: 

“The Louisiana Purchase Exposition will 
surpass all predecessors. How? It is too 
soon to tell in detail, but that does not de- 


tract from the promise, An exposition grows 


in the brains as well as by the hands of its 
builders. Out of the wealth of suggestion 
comes as naturally as germination of seed 
the evolution of a world’s fair. Shadows of 
some phases are being cast before. They in- 
dicate no borrowing, no copying. 

„Lite, the human activities, it seems, will 
be a strong feature in the Louisiana Pur- 
— Exposition. A world’s fair of people 
as well as of things is contemplated. 

„Enduring features are engaging the at- 
tention of the directors.

Once im a while, when the Twins have been 
known to be hot and tired and thirsty, some 
of these unassuming gentlemen have ap- 
proached them with offers of liquid refresh- 
ment. It has become one of the 
amusements of the innocent folk of Coney 
Island to watch the faces of these persons 
as the Twins have calmly ordered either 
ginger abe or sarsapariila, and after drink- 
ing the same have sweetly said, “‘ Thank 
vou,“ and turned their backs on their fool- 
ishly expectant entertainers. Nobody ever- 
saw either of the Twins drink amything more 
vicious than ginger ale. 4

Lady Holland, widow of the last Lord Hol- 
land, inherited Holland House, Which was the 
rallying point of everything that was bril- 
liant, witty, and illustrious during the earlier 
portion of the last century. | 
The name of Strangways, borne by the 


present Lord Stavordale and by his father 


in addition to their patronymic of Fox, is due 
to the fact that the first Lord Iichester mar- 
ried Elizabeth Strangways, one of the great- 
est helresses of her day; and, I believe,.the 
last surviving member of the ancient family 
of Strangways of Dorsetshire. It was she 
who brought the magnificent country seat 
and domain known as Melbury Park into tho 
family of Lord Ilchester, a plage which had 
been in the Strangways family’s possession 
for hundreds of years. Built in the fifteenth 
century, the house was much enlarged dur- 
ing the reign of King Henry VIII. by Sir 
Gildes Strangways, while the east front was 
added during the reign of Queen Ann. The 
principal drawing-room and library were 
added during the. last century. The park, 
which is magnificently wooded, contains a 
a picturesque sycamore avenue, which 
is unique. The park, by the bye, comprises 
some of the largest and grandest old oaks in 
England. 


As for Holland House in London, of which 
Lord Stavordale’s future wife will be tho 
chatelaine—he is as yet unmarried and fancy 
free—it is a large structure, built in the Bliza- 
bethan style, surrounded by a large park. I: 
lies in the center of Kensington. Busy Lon- 
don has now crept up to it and surrounded 
its extensive park, which may. be said to be 
an oasis in the midst of a desert of brick and 
mortar. In 1716 Holland House was the home 
of Addison, who married the Countess ot 
Warwick. Before Addison married he had a 
pretty little house of.his own which Charles 
II. had fitted up for Nell Gwynn. At one 
time Holland House was occupied by William 
Penn, and after being rented and owned by 
a number of celebrated personages it was 
eventually purchased by Henry Fox in 1740. 

Henry Fox was the younger son of Sir 
Stephen Fox, the founder of the Fox family, 
who had commenced life as a poor choir boy, 
but who had had the good luck to hear of the 
death of Oliver Cromwell before anybody 
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else While with his patron, Lord Percy, in | 


France, and was the first to inform King 
Charles II. of the news. This won for him 
the good will of the merry monarch, wo 
gradually promoted him until he became a 
Knight, a member of the Privy Council, a 
Lord of the Treasury, and Paymaster Gen- 
eral, of the army. 
His younger son— that is to say, the first 
Lord Holland—made a runaway marriage 
with Lady Caroline Lennox, granddaughter 
of King Charies II. and of thé latter's 
sworn favorite, Louise de Querouailles. | 
It. was a younger sister of this Lady Caro- 
line Fox—namely: Lady Sarah Lennox, with 
whom King George III. fell so deeply in love, 
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courting her while she used to be haying in 
Holland Park. There are many historians 
who insist that King George secretly mar- 
ried Lady Sarah. But King George’s mother, 
the Princess of Wales, and her favorite, the 
Prime Minister, Lord Bute, determined to 
break off the match, and eventually marricd 
King George to the homely Princess Char- 
lotte of Mecklenburg. 


The first Lord Holland died in 1774, leaving 
three sons. The eldest, Stephen, died six 
months later, leaving an infant son to be- 
come the third Lord Holland, to whom Hol> 
land House owed its chief celebrity. The 
second son of the first Lerd Holland was 
Charles James Fox, the contemporary of 
Burke and Pitt, and described by many his- 
torians as the greatest of British statesmen. 
Holland House is full of memorials of him.

The present mistress of Holland House is a 
handsome woman, only daughter of the first 
Earl of Dartrey. Volumes could be written 
about Holland House, where the historian 
Macaulay and so many of his most brilliant 
contemporaries were accustomed to make 
their headquarters when in London,

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[THE PLATONIC LOVE LETTERS OF CHARLES DICKENS

HE love letters of Charles Dickens. 
The heading which causht the casual 
eye of newspaper rs lately did no. 
more than herald a cautious statement 
that Charles Dickens wrote love letters 
(which no doubt he did) to Kate Hogarth, 
whom he married when he was quite young; 
and that such love letters may be in existence 
and may therefore some day appear in print. 
It happens, however, that the lady from 
whom Dickens parted when he and she were 
in the prime ot life—without a breath of seri- 
ous scandal on either side—was inarticulate. 
She never sought the traditional last word— 
nor did she offer the first. . If, she had the 
love letters she probably burned them. If 
her husband had resumed the ownership of 
them he certainly destroyed them. Never, 
therefore, need we fear that they will be 
read in the light of the after incompatibility 
by a public already done to death by disil- 
lusion. | 
But a little bundle of Dickens’ letters there 
is, which no such tmpossibility and no such } 
privacy interdict from publication. Nearby | 
sixty years have elapsed since they were 
written by the novelist to a warmly attached 


friend of his and to a young girl of sweet 


beauty, to whom that friend was introduced 
by Dickens himself and of whom he became 
at once enamored. These letters show ! 
Dickens in a new and in an altogether de- 
lightful character—that of the man who, | 
though his own love troubles took an early | 
place in his life, was able to throw himself 
into the fortunes of his friends with an aban- 
donment that is unique. One of this group 
of three is still living; and though the pub- 
lication of familiar names might add to the 
interest of the story, a reticent anonymity 
seems rather to be desirable: Nor could 
any letters better bear to be judged on their 
own inherent merits, Though they deal 
with the attachment of a second and third 
person, they are themselves really love let- 
ters in their tenderness of touch, their ex- 
hilaration of tone. The novelist, who 
was 32 years of age at the time and 
who had been married for some years, 
gives us the idea that he could 
easily under other circumstances have been 
a good pleader on his own part.

Dickens’ first meeting with the girl in ques- 
tion was in Liverpool. He was either read- 
ing or speaking at some sort of charitable 
entertainment, at which part of the program 
was musical. Dickefis expected the usual 
kind of pianist, and was startled by the ap- 
pearance of a young creature in a pale blue 
evening dress, trimmed with white fur. 
Though quite young, she was a fine musician, 
and Thalberg’s praises had almost decided 
her father to devote her to that profession. 

During the evening, Dickens, the lion. of 
the house, could hardly take his eyes from 
her face. He asked permission to call on her 
the next day, which he did, giving her copies 
of his books and two verses of his own com- 
posing about her, as well as a copy of Tenny- 
gon’s poems which Tennyson had given to 
him.

Dickens returned ‘to town, but his friend, | 
whom fortune and talent made a particularly 
eligible visitor, lingeted in Liverpool, and 
wrote thence a letter which has not been 
kept, but whose purport is plain from the 


novelist’s response. 
‘“* Devonshire Terrace. 
Monday, Bleventh March, 1844. 

„My dear——: I swear that when I opened 
and read your letter this morning (I laid 
down my pen to break the seal: being just 
shut up in my own room) I felt the blood 
go from my face to I don’t know where, and 
my very lips turn white. I never in my life 
was so surprised, or had the whole current 
of my life so stopped, for the instant, as 
when I felt, at a glance, what your letter 
said, which I did correctly. For when I 
came to read it attentively, and several 
times over, I found nothing new in it. 

This was not because it contained a word 
to astonish me, but because I never had im- 
agined you remaining in Liverpool; or seri- 
ously admiring her. Forgive me when I 
say that I did not think it lay in your temper 
er habit to do so unless it had become a 
thing of pretty long custom. I supposed you 
had returned to Yorkshire. I expected you 
in town any day—and have often wondered | 
within myself whether you would still have 
an interest in recalling, with me, her uncom- 
mon character and wonderful endowments. 
I know that in many points I am an excita- 
ble and headstrong man, and ride, O, God, 
what prancing hobbies!—and although I 
knew that the impression she had made on 
me was a true, deep, honest, pure-spirited 
thing, I thought my nature niight have been 
prepared to receive it, and to exaggerate it 
unconsciously, and to keep it green long after 
such a fancy as I deemed it probable you 
might have conceived, had withered.

That it is in such a face and such a spirit, 
as a part of its high nature, to do at once 
what less ethereal creatures must be long in 
doing. That as no man ever saw a soul or 
caught it in its flight, no man can measure 
it by rule and rod. And that it has a right 
in such lofty development to pitch all forms 
laid down by bodies to the Devil—the only 
Being, as far as I know, who was never in 
love himself, or inspired it in others. 

And to the father I would point out, in 
tenderness and sorrw for this gentle crea- 
ture, who otherwise is lost to this sad world, 
which needs another, heaven knows, to set 
it right—lost in her youth, as surely as she 
lives—that the course to which he is devoting 
her should not be called her life, but death: 
for its speedy end is certain. I saw an angel's 
message in her face that day, that smote me 
to the heart. He may not know this, being 
always with her; it is likely he does not; and 
I would tell it him. Repose, change, a mind - 
at rest, a foreign climate, would be, in a 
springtime like hers, the dawning of a new 
existence. I believe, I do believe and hope, 
that this would save her; and that many 
happy years hence she would be strong 
and hardy. But at the worst; contemplat- 
ing the chance, the distant chance in such a 
case, of what is so dreadful; I could say in 
solemn and religious’ earnestness, that I 
could better bear her passing from my arms 
to heaven, than I could endure the thought

The him was the difficult father, and 
the verses those composed by Dickens in the 
daughter’s honor. A fortnight later, and 
the novelist’s third letter showed that his 
friend had been better employed than in the 
mere building of castles in the air:

„Friday, Twenty-ninth March, 1844. 

„My dear ——: I congratulate you with 
all my heart and soul, a million times. It is 
a noble prize you have won. And I am sure 
you have won it in a noble spirit. A hearty 
God bless you! . 

Good heaven, what a dream it appears! 
Shall we ever forget that night when she 
came up to the piano—that morning when 
Dick, the energetic Dick, devised the visit! 
Shall we ever cease to have a huge and in- 
finite delight in talking about the whole 
romance from d to end—in dwelling upon 
it, exhggeratink it in every possible way, 
form, shape, and kaleidoscopicwariety! — 

Ask her to save the dress—the dress with 
the fur uponit. Let it be laid up in lavender. 
Let it never grow old, fade, shrink, or under- 
go millinerial alteration, but be a house- 
hold god, immortally young and perpetually 
green. Wasn't it green? I think so. 

The father seems te have acted like a 
man. I had my fears of that, I confess; for 
the greater part of my observation of 
parents and children has shown selfishness 
in the first, almost invariably. 

I swear, my dear ——; that I am as well 
pleased as yourself. I send you all man- 
ner of cordiality in this. U 

Ot course I shall see you as soon as you 
arrive here. I rather expect to hear that 
you have been called to Yorkshire, for I 
received dreary accounts of poor S— this 
morning and yesterday, through Alfred.

The last letter is addressed by the novelist 
to the young girl; who, it is more evident to 
us than perhaps it was even to herself, did 
not quite know her own mind. Dickens’ 
fears for her health, one may add, were the 
result of his exaltation of feeling—a bit of 
early. Victorian sentiment, perhaps. The 
lady is still alive—still blooming. 

** Malton Abbey, Yorkshire, 
Monday, eighth April, 1844. 

“My Dear Miss ——: I was exceedingly 
glad to receive your letter some weeks since, 
and should have written to thank you for 
it if I had had anything to say. Not being 
one of those remorseless persons who look 
upon the Penny Postage as a General License 
to let fly with a paper pellet at all sorts of 
game, however, I waited in the hope that I 
might have something to say in the course 
of time. In which expectation I have been 
disappointed. Nobody’s house in whom I 
have reason to suppose you interested has 
taken fire; nothing has chahged for good or 
evil which is likely to concern you at all: 
and, unless the modest creature who sang 
about the ugly man at Liverpool has grown 
bold since I was there (which ie not proba- 
ble, considering his remarkable bashfulness 
at that time), no man or woman whom we 
both know is one bit the better or the worse 
since we parted, that I know. 

“Yet that is not so, either. For, to my 
amazement, I have found one friend of mine 
very much the worse for a visit to your town. 
Something comes over the paper like the 
light of a blush from you; I don’t know what 
is the cause of the effect, but it is very red. 
I mention it on account of its singularity— 
and losing the thread of my discourse in 
doing so (it is so very slight that it is hard to 
find), I must turn over leaf and look back. 

“O! My Friend! I recollect. Yes. He 
went to Liverpool and fell desperately, mad- 
ly. irretrievably in: Love there, which was 
so perfectly natural (the circumstances of 
his case being quite uncommon and his prov- 
ocation enormous), that I could not find it 
in my heart to remonstrate with him for his 
folly. Indeed, I rather encouraged him in it 
than otherwise; for I had that amount of 
sympathy with his condition, which—but 
that I am beyond the reach, the lawful reach, 
of the Wings that fanned his fire—would 
have rendered it the greatest happiness and 
pleasure of my life to have run him through 
the body. In no poetical or tender sense, I 
assure you, but with good, sharp steel. He 
fell in Love, this man, and after divers mis- 
givings, and hesitations, and deliberations, 
and all that, mentioned the fact—first to the 
winds and to the gentle airs that blow in 
Mr. Radley’s bedchambers, and afterwards 
to—to Her. Well. He thought he was get- 
ting on hopefully, gently, reasonably, 
smoothly, and wrote as much to me in Lon- 
don. I immediately threw up a small cap 
(sky blue) which I keep on a peg in my study 
for such joyful occasions as very seldom hap- 
pen, and remained for some days perpetu- 
ally casting it into the air and catching it 
again, in à transport of delight. 

In the midst of this enthusiasm I was 
summoned down here (he visits hereabouts) 
to attend a funeral; and at this funeral I 
found him, to my great amazement, acting 
as chief mourner to his own hopes, and at- 
tending them to an early grave, with the 
longest hatband and the usefulest pocket 
handkerchief I ever saw in my life. At this 
I was very much surprised and very sorry 
as you will believe; and the sky blue cap 
(still in the air) fell down upon my head with 
the weight and velocity of a cannon ball. 

For I found out, when I came to talk to 
htm, that one wretchedness coming upon the 
head of another—they always make a pyra- 
mid; God knows why—he had heard in the 
very height of another distress from Her; 
and She had told him that he had been 4 
little premature—and that there were other 
footprints in the field—and so forth. 

But by little and little I got the cap up 
again—not very high, but up—afid there it 
is now, over my head, as I write. For I told 
him that as to other footmarks being in that 
co there might be a Rost, and yet the 
den flowers might grow up at last in the 
steps of the last man, if he were True, Un- 
selfish, Manly, Honorable, Patient, and De- 
serving.
